STALLED AGAIN 


The city council had another academic dis- 
cussion on Wednesday about allowing relief 
men to work out their allowances and get the 
allowances in cash; and wound up without de- 
ciding that they are to do any work at all. The 
one project before the meeting, the scenic 
drive, was turned over to a special committee 
with instructions that a report be brought in 
during the next week. 

Meantime of course relief money is to be 
paid out, in the same amount as though the 
work was being done. The only difference 
being that the taxpayers will get nothing in 
return. 

The year is now half gone, and council's net 
contribution to the unemployment problem has 
been to block Mayor Clarke's plan to pay relief 
money for work done, instead of for nothing. 
If the aldermen do not like that particular plan, 
why not bring in one of their own? It cannot 
surely be that they would rather pay out tax- 
payer money for nothing than for value 
received, 


A NATION-WIDE PROTEST 

Ten days ago there was one serious “strike” 
centre in Canada—Regina. Now there are 
seven or more, none of them where conditions 
are so tense, but all of them disclosing a 
situation tending in the same directon, while 
collectively they show the discontent resulting 
in the Regina affair is nation-wide. For these 
centres of unrest extend from British Columbia 
to Quebec. 

Ignoring details and secondary contributing 
factors, there is a common root cause of this 
widespread spirit of protest. Unemployed men 
are “fed up” with relief camps and doles. They 
have about reached the limit of endurance. 
They are demanding, insistently and in grow- 
ing numbers, a right to work for wages, and to 
live their lives as men usually do. 

That is the common ground of protest, and 
there is no such thing as saying the claim is 
unreasonable, or that it cannot be conceded. 

Canada can use the labor of every idle man 
in doing work that is worth the doing. And 
it can get the money to pay fair wages to them 
for doing it. 

What wonder that men, knowing these two 
things, are not content to fritter away another 
summer and another winter in twenty-cent-a- 
day camps, however well conducted the camps 
may be? They would be a poor lot of Cana- 
dians if they were content to do that 


KEEP THE WIRES HOT 

” Mr. Callaghan, general manager of the 
Northern railways, has no doubt whatever as 
to what caused the floods in the Lesser Slave 
Lake area, or who is to blame. Mud and debris 
has accumulated at the mouth of the Slave 
river, damming the outlet and causing the lake 
level to rise. As the river is a navigable stream, 
the duty of clearing out the obstruction rests 
with the Dominion, and should have been 
attended to long ago. 

It may be added that the Dominion some 

years ago built wing dams in the river, which 
may have helped to retard the flow; and which 
in any case are tangible admissions that the 
Dominion is responsible for keeping the river 
open, for navigation, if not for drainage pur- 
poses. 
Since the Northern railways are owned 
jointly by the Canadian National and the 
Canadian Pacific, these corporations should be 
able to bring pressure to bear at Ottawa to get 
some action in clearing the channel and reliev- 
ing the flood that has put the railway out of 
business for the time and threatens to keep it 
out of business all summer—which would mean 
all winter as well. 

The city council and board of trade, and the 
councils and boards of trade of the northern 
towns, should join the Provincial Government 
and the railways in bombarding Ottawa with 
demands that something be done with the least 
possible delay to ease the situation. If dredges 
are not available, or cannot be operated in the 
high water, a plentiful use of dynamite could 
surely move some of the obstructions 

The possibility that the whole Lesser Slave 
Lake area and the Peace River country may 
be cut off from railway communication with the 
world until next spring is toe serious a menace 
to be tolerated without every possible effort 
being made to remove it

or in process of creation, to so continue until 
issue of a writ for election of a new legislature. 

For the time the Government is functioning 
without warrant save that of necessity. “The 
King's Government must go on,” and somebody 
exercise the authority by which the administra- 
tive machinery functions. Outside that constitu- 
tional provision for emergency, the Ministers 
are now private citizens; they are not even 
candidates for membership in the rext legis- 
lature, and cannot attain that status until official 
nomination day arrives. 

Their mandate is exhausted, and the body 
which gave them authority to hold office has 
itself ceased to exist, They, like the other mem- 
bers of the late legislature, are time-expired 
men, holding their posts at pleasure of the 
Lieutenant Governor, under no more than a 
moral obligation to remain, and with no other 
assurance that they will be allowed to remain. 

No such condition ever before existed in this 
province. It is a condition which never should 
arise except through unforeseeable circum- 
stances, for it is a negation of all the implica- 
tions of representative government. 

A ministry is nothing more than a committee 
of the legislature. When a legislature is dis- 
solved the ministry carries on simply as any 
other set of men might do upon whom the 
representative of the King might call, until a 
new legislature has been elected. When the 
late legislature died, all its committees died 
with it. 

There was no reason why this condition 
should have arisen in Alberta at this time, 
except fear of the dominant party in the late 
legislature that it could not obtain a majority 
at an election. Poliiteal considerations, ‘and 
nothing else, brought about this absurd and 
wholly unnecessary situation. It should be 
ended forthwith, by issue of the writ for an 
election. The people of Alberta are entitled 
to say who is to govern them. 


Forty Years Ago 


From the Files of The Edmonton Bulletin 


Work is in progress at the site of the old 
Hudson’s Bay Co. mill on the flat above the 
fort. on a dredge scow that will be worked to 
take gold out of the river. The scow is being 
most strongly built of timbers laid one on an- 
other. The machinery will be that of an or- 
dinary scoop dredge and will raise from a yard 
to a yard and a half of gravel at a lift, raising 
from 500 to 750 yards a day. The machinery 
will be operated by engines having 100 horse 
power. 

Rev. Mr. Timms, Church of England mis- 
sionary on the Blackfoot reserve, and Misses 
Turner and Gallick, mission teachers, have left 
the reserve in fear of their lives and the mission 
is closed.

One of the best tributes to the radio broad- 
casts given each Monday evening at 8:45 over 
CJCA Edmonton and CFCN Calgary by W. R.

Perhaps I'm stupid, or perhaps I'm unfet- 
tered in opinion on morals, but for the life of 
me I can't see how a lottery to aid’ hospitals 
and help ordinary citizens can be wicked, while 
a lottery at a church bazaar to buy red flannel 
petticoats for the dusky belles on a South Sea 
island mission station, is holy and virtuous. 

I can’t see how Mr. Bennett can contend that 
it is immoral for a man, with no other hope of 
getting a stake save by a petty gamble, to buy 
a dollar ticket in a sweepstake, when it is hon- 
orable and right for the well-to-do friends of 
Mr. Bennett to avail themselves of information 
obtained as bank directors to margin stocks and 
deal in commodities. If Mr. Bennett's wheat 
director had managed to hold the $30,000,000 of 
paper profits he had made in “trading” in wheat 
for the government, instead of losing about 
$40,000,000 in subsequent “operations,” Mr. Ben- 
nett would almost certainly have made him 
a Knight of the Garter, or given him the 
Order of the Bathtub. 

Everything is more or less of a gamble. You 
gamble on your ability to dodge the traffic every 
time you cross a city street. You gamble on the 
honesty and public spirit of the candidate every 
time you cast a vote. You gamble on the skill 
of the captain and crew and the state of the 
weather every time you cross the Atlantic. The 
prairie wheat grower gambles against seed, 
soil, sun, rain, hail, drought, frost, the price- 
level, the barks, the markets and the govern- 
ment every time he puts in a crop. And each 
one of us takes the biggest gamble of all when 
we take a husband or a wife on pure specula- 
tion, “for richer, for poorer, in sickness and in 
health .. . till Death do us part.” 

Thousands of distracted people in Alberta

Lunch: As much 
as desired of oné kind of fresh acid fruit, such 
as cherries, peaches or melons, etc. Dinner: 
Leg of mutton; string beans; buttered beets; 
head lettuce, with olive oil if desired; Jello or 
Jell-Well with cream. 

WEDNESDAY—Breakfast: Coddled eggs; 
Melba toast; stewed apricots. Lvufich: Dish of 
cooked carrots and peas; raw celéry. Dinner: 
*Broiled steak; cooked zucchini (small Italian 
squash); green peas; salad of sliced tomatoes; 
ice cream (small portion). ‘ 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Waffles, small slice 
of broiled ham; applesauce. Lunch: Raw acid 
fruit as desired. Dinner: Roast pork; cooked 
celery; spinach; salad of quartered cucum- 
bers; apricot whip. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Baked stuffed apple 
with milk or cream. Lunch: Corn on the cob; 
buttered beets; lettuce. Dinner: Broiled filet of 
sole; cooked cucumbers; string beans; salad of 
lettuce-and celery: stewed figs. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: 8-ounce glass of 
orange juice 30 minutes before breakfast. 
Poached eggs on re-toasted cereal biscuit; stew- 
ed raisins. Lunch: Cantaloupe as desired. 
Dinner: Roast beef; steamed carrots; cucumber 
salad; raspberry whip. 

*BROILED STEAK: First remove all fat 
from the steak, as the fat sputtering upon the 
lean part during broiling will toughen it against 
the digestive juices. Place under flame for 
about 15 minutes then turn quickly. Continue 
turning every few minutes until cooked as de- 
sired. The object of this quick turning at the 
start is to get both sides of the steak seared as 
soon as possible and thus avoid losing the juice 
which ‘would otherwise run away immediately 
if the underside of the steak became hot before 
being seared. Steak may be eaten rare, medium, 
or well-done, as preferred, for digestion is aided 
by a greater flow of gastric juice when meat is 
cooked to the degree most relished by the indi- 
vidual. 

Sirloin steak, on account of its tenderness, is 
generally used for broiling, although round 
steak may be broiled under the flame if it is 
properly hammered beforehand, so that the 
connective tissue is well broken down 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. Thomas B. writes: “I have 
an ulcer on the right heel and wish some in- 
formation regarding treatment.” 

ANSWER: Local treatment given over the 
ulcer area with the ultra violet ray light would 
probably prove helpful in promoting more rapid 
healing. Additional treatment such as the 
application of moist dressings, rest in bed with 
the heel higher than the rest of the body, etc., 
may be required. However, it is difficult for 
me to outline a definite treatment for you with- 
out knowing how long the ulcer has remained, 
and how deep it is. If there is evidence of in- 
flammation such as redness, pain, or swelling, 
have a doctor look at the heel. 

QUESTION: Nancy B. inquires: “I get so 
hungry at night that I feel I just have to eat. 
However, when I do, I find it disturbs my sleep. 
I work until ten o'clock at night. Could you 
give me some suggestions about what to eat 
before going to bed?” 

ANSWER: If you are hungry before retir- 
ing, try eating all of the fresh fruit desired, or 
try sipping a glass of milk. Either the milk or 
the fruit will alleviate the hungry sensation 
and still allow you to sleep soundly. 

QUESTION: H. R. I. asks: “What are some 
of the causes of apoplexy?” 

ANSWER: Apoplexy may be caused by 
hardening of the arteries, high blood pressure, 
or from a brain lesion due to certain diseases, 
The onset of apoplexy is usually sudden, caus- 
ing unconsciousness. Periodic health examin- 
ation would disclose the presence of causes 
which might produce apoplexy and through 
discovering the cause in time, it is often poss- 
ible to live in such a way that there is less 
likelihood of apoplexy developing.

HE dictionary defines the word ‘‘spa’’ as a mineral 
spring or watering-place, named from the old Belgian 
resort, Spa.

PUBLIC OPINION AROUSED 

“Public opinion has been arous- 
ed and I am convinced that the
